»This curious plant Ivelongs to one 
of the most retnarkable groups m 
the vegotable kingdom. 

Its native home is Cochin, China. 

The flower has an extraoniinary 
appearance. 

It resembles the CallaLily; the 
spathe is of a purplish brown color, 
and the spadix, which is thick and 
fleshy and about tifteen inches long, 
is of a darker color even than the 
si>athe; it is broadly campantilated, 
and beautiiully undulated at the 
margin Like other members of 
the singular tribe to which it be- 
longs, it has a strong and disagree- 
able* odor. 

It is one of the cariion plants 
wddch attracts insects in the manner 
of the Goose flow*»r, and other plants 
of that nature. The purp«»se of at- 
tracting the insects is to bring them 
in contact with the pollen, carry it 
lo other plants, and thus secure 
fertili/.ation. It remains in flower 
from tluee to four days. The foli- 
age is iutleed hantlvsome with its 
curious snake-like stem and laige 
umbrella like f tillage. It grows 
from two feet to three feet in height. 

1'he root is tuberous, spherical, 
an<l is said to weigh sotnetimes as 
much as six or eight poutids. It is 
used as a food after careful cook- 
ing to eliminate the poisonous pro- 
perties. 

In the United States this remark- 
able Aroid is found among all large 
collect lotis of plants.

On Gallaudet Day, at the St 
Louis Convention, Mr. W. B. 
Stevens, Private Secretary to Presi 
dent Francis made a s|>eech to the 
deaf wtiicij I thought very interest- 
ing. In the course of his remarks 
he said that the deaf missed nothinu 
In not hearing many thlnjrs which 
could v^ry well be dispensed wiih 
As an illustration he cited the dis 
cordant noises on the Pike, the 
shrieks of the **spielers", the gib 
i>erish of the foreigners^ etc. To 
further illustrate he told this story 
about himself. One morning, as 
he was approaching Festival Hall, 
he noticed a ^foup of peo[»le on one 
of the terraces. One man, ap 
parently the leader of th« party, 
was talking earnestly, pointing first 
in one direction then in another 
Mr. Stevens supposed he was dis 
coursing eloquently on the beauties 
of his surroundings, and silently 
drew near, hoping to hear Festival 
Hall and tbe Plaza and Cas^iade^ 
described in new and glowing terms. 
This is what be heard: '* If I haint 
mistaken, we are looking East." 
m m m 

Last Fall, a party of teachers 
from the Iowa School for the Deaf 
went to visit the State School for 
the Feeble-Minded at Glenwood, 
twenty miles from here. In the 
party were four deaf people. Cir- 
ourastances prevented my going, 
but I later heard s^>me particulars 
of the trip. It was said that when 
it was explained tx) some of the 
least feeble-minded pupils, that 
several of the visitors were deaf, 
they exjiressed themselves in terms 
of commiseration for the deaf. 
Fancy the scene — the feeble-minded 
pitying the deaf! The deaf people, 
of course, pitied the feeble-minded. 
Two of the deaf gentlemen became 
Sf> weary of the sij^ht of these un- 
fortunates during .the afternoon, 
that they slippefl away from the 
rest of ths party, found a secluded 
nook and indulged in man's solace 
— a good cijrar. Will you permit 
me to ask, Zeno, if you have ever 
visited a school for the feeble- 
minded ? 

As no man ba^ a point of 

pride that was not injurious to 
hirn, so no man had ever a defect 
that was not somewhere made use- 
ful to him. The stag in the fable 
admired his horns and blamed his 
feet, but \vhen the hunter came, his 
feet sftved him, and afterwards, 
caui^ht in the thicket, his horns de- 
stroyerl him. Every man in his 
lifetime needs to ttiank his faults. 
As no rnan thoroughly under- 
stands a truth, ufjiii first he has 
contended atrainst if, so no mnn 
has a thorough scqtiaintance wttii 
the liindranceH f»r talents of men 
until he has suffered from the one 
or s**en the triumph of the other 
over his own want of the same 
Has he a defect of temper that 
unfits him to live in Sficiety ? 
Tberet»y he is driven to entertain 
)f alone and acquire habits of 
ip; and thus, like the wound 
ed ovster, he mendi his shell with 
pearl. In i^eneral, i*Vf*ry evil to 
which we do not succumb is a bene-

Z*^no counts the names of those deaf 
people who, fifteen or twenty years 
a^^o Nlif»wed uncommon [promise, anrl 
thinks of what eaffh is doin^^ now, 
does he not find most of them 
(levo ing all their eiier^i* s to the 
earningfrf bread and butter for their 
families? Few deaf men with lite- 
rary aspirations who have good 
positions would care to risk losing 
them through some careless act, 
committed while their minds were 
inattentive to their work and oc- 
cupied with plots for a novel or 
story. 

In •• The Heart of a Man," in the 
March Ladies* Home Journal^ the 
Htory is told of a man bent on 
achieving literary success. He 
iiimself tells the story. *• As my new 
intention took a firmer and firmer 
hold upon me, I relaxed my care 
for my duties as book-keepei, work- 
ing with slovenly attention and 
wavering will. One day I made an 
inexcusable error, whicii entailed a 
large loss upon my eni(>loyer. F^e 
had been growing Yi^sy impatient 
with me of late and when he knew 
of what I hid done, he at once dis 
charged me." He goes on to tell 
hfjw he could not get another place 
as soon as he expected, because the 
town was small and the particulars 
of his discharge were known wher 
ever lie applied for work. He says 
of his wife: "Florence practiced 
numberless petty economies about 
the house, and when our money 
was all gone went to her father and 
'lorrowed a small sum which tided 
us over another month. Before 
long I discovered that she had uone 
to several of her more intimate 
friends and solicited work as a 
H^*amstress. She seemed to wi^h to 
keep her secret, and I let her keep 
it. As time passed and the little 
money I had wa« exhausted, she 
crjuld noL avoid letting me know 
that she was providing the necessa 
lies of our daily life At last when 
matters were t>ecoming flewjierate, I 
fourid a chance to <lo sjiace-work on 
one of the town papers." He did 
npace work for more than a year, 
ind during all the time his wife 
rook in sewing. In his odd hours 
lie kept on writing stories He 
says: '*For month after month they 
^ere kept going, coming back to 
me as surely as they went out. Bui 
at the year's end there came a letter 
«»f acceptance, incloninif a check for 
a hundred dollars." Success came 
steadily his way after that, for "fol- 
io wing the [>ublication of my first 
accepted work, I steppefl at once 
into the enjoyment of what the 
putdic calls 'a vogue.' " 

I have quoted this story to en 
courage some budding deaf genius 
of literary talents. It shows what 
may be accomplished Ky persever- 
ance and determination, acaom- 
panied by the requisite am (Mint of 
talent. I hope some deaf man or 
woman will y^t arise, and refute 
Zeno's claim that no deaf person 
can produce a well-compose«l book 
or novel.

The 
lad was thus left a cripple, fie had 
no ediication, he was friendless, and 
alt(»«ellier h(^ seemed to have no 
chance in life at all. But he was a 
boy who was determined to lie use- 
ful in the world, at any rate. So, 
while his leg was healing, he 
managed to l)e handy in the ward, 
and nnrn<l lln^ liospiial generally. 
lie was so UHcfiil that, when lu^ was 
discharged as a patient, the super- 
intendent gave him a job, and he 
stayed on. lie worked hard, took 
such an intelligent interest in the 
work that soon ho was given a 
ludterjob. S-Ml wer»t cm, and he 
was t)romoted from post to |>ost. 
He frankly said that to work In a 
hosjiital was not just what he would 
have chosen if he had had the 
choice, but that it was his one 
oppo**! unity, an<l he meant to do 
his best with It. 

He did. His best was so good 
that In lh(^ end he was ma<l<* deputy 
su|>erintendenl of the great hos|)ital, 
at a salary (»f four llnnisand dollars 
a year.

with a longer stuimling bar than the 
standaid in use. Behind the in- 
stTument, in a little cabinet, is a 
mirror. This mirror is in the d -rk, 
and it vvill reproduce the most 
miiHde fiash caused l)y the closieg 
of the telciziaph circuit. The deaf 
i»I»eiator <'an dtdect the tetters by 
the length oi the flash in the mirror. 
He can answer his Cfills promptly. 
At the same time his receiving in- 
str'iment. is so close to his sending 
key that he can by the touch of the 
l)ar (*at(di instantaneously any reply 
that will come (»ver the instrument 
to his fir.geis. 

W b i 1 e M r . Iia m be r t ad m i I s a m u te 
might not receive a great deal of 
ronsid»'rati(Ui as a train desj)atcher, 
there is a lari»e field for him in 
commercial work. In ord**r to 
catch a call when away from his 
iustrumi^nt, the o|>erator uses a 
device made of a small piece of 
metal connected by wire with the 
telegraph instiument. When the 
key is opened the operator, holding 
the metal in his hand, receives his 
call lhr*ough the sense of feeling, 
due to the slight electric shock. 

Lambert alsi> makes much use of 
the sense of touch in his plan for 
deaf telegraphers. lie believes tHat

The Uallnudet Mlemorlal. 

It is proposed to create a inemoi ial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Galhindet, 
D.D., by the ereetion of a Parish 
linilding for 8t. Ann's Church for 
I><*af-Mutes. The preH**nt Church 
is situated on 148tli Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty>five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as aitove 
indicated, wiiich will form a facade 
to the church editi(»eand he a center 
of relij^ious ani social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Jpr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of tins building, which 
would have completed the church 
with whicti Ins name has always 
been asH<K;iated. Thin was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggesled as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work l»e now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
idol of grountl about forty-flve feet 
ah)ng the street front and twenty- 
live feet in de{»th. It will be three 
HioricH in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the social, re- 
hgioUH and industrial needs of the 
ilcmf-mutes ol New York. Tho 
amount r^quirrd lor '* The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be utM)Ul $30,000, and the building 
JtHell, ill iiM position and purpose, 
will form a con^piriHuiM monutiM^nt 
to him wihise tile wasdevotid to the 
silent peoples.
